Singapore Naval Base 


British Floating Dock To Be Largest 
Structure Of Its Kind In the 
World 
When the dimensions of the propos- 
ed British floating dock ‘at Singapore 
are made public, considerable surprise, 
it is learned, will be caused by the size 
of the structure that is to lie at the 


naval base in the Straits of ‘Johore.| 


t will be the largest naval structure 
of its kind in the world, big enough to 
deal with the biggest battleship afloat. 
It will have an extreme length of al- 
most 900 feet, a breadth at the en- 
trance of almost 180 feet, and a depth 
fon the sills at high water, ordinary 
spring tides, of about 50 feet. 

It will have a lifting capacity of 50,- 
000 tons and will include workshops, 
a vast amount of machinery and quar- 
ters for the crew. 

The reason of its apparently ex- 
travusaut dimensions are that it must 
be able to accommodate the modern 
' seaplane carrier, which is longer and 
broader than a baitleship, and the bat- 
tleship, which igs much deeper than the 
‘seaplane carrier, Also future battle: 
ships are expected to be even bigger. 

Th dock, it is learned, will be con- 


structed in England and assembled 
at Singapore. The admiralty wilt 
not consent to its being towed.
